FARMERS URGED TO USE 
SOIL BLDG ALLOWANCE

can Farmers are reminded 
that there will be no Gom- 
modity Payments made un- 
der the 1944 Conservation 
Program. The 1944 AAA 
Program is strictly a con- 
servation program. Farmers 
will benefit by the program 
only by taking advantage of 
the conservation assistance 
it offers, 

Each farm in the county 
has a soil building allow- 
ance. Generally speaking, 
this allowance is arrived at 
by multiplying the cropland 
jfigure for the farm by $1.00 
per acre. Therefore, a farm 
containing 100 acres of crop 
land has a soil building al- 
lowance of $100.00. 

The soil building allow- 
ance for the farm can only 
be earned by carrying out 
conservation practices on 
the farm. For the remain- 
der of this program year 
some neéded practices are: 
Seeding and fertilizing win- 
ter legumes, fertilizing and 
liming pastures and liming 
crop land. (Note: Terracing 
is needed, but an additional 
amount of money’ can be 
earned for this practice.) 

A farmer can earn his 
farm’s_ soil building allow- 
ance and get it in the form 
of a check on the Treasurer 
of the United States if -he 
wishes to do so. To do this 
he simply buys sufficient ma- 
terials with his own funds 
to carry out the necessary 
practices. In most cases far- 
mers depend upon the AAA 
to furnish them soil building 
materials. The AAA will 
again furnish these mate- 
rials.

WOMAN’S PART IN NATIONAL 
LIFE 
LESSON THXT—Judges 4:1-9, 13-16, 
GOLDEN! TEX'T—Who knoweth wheth: 
er thou art come to the Kingdom for 
guch a time as this?—Esther 4:14, 


Women of our day:have unprece- 
dented liberty of action and almost 
limitless opportunity to show their 
ability to meet responsibility and to 
accomplish great things. They are 
measuring up to that opportunity 
both in the armed services and in 
the multitude of tasks they are 
creditably carrying on in civilian 
life. 

To those who seem surprised at 
their response to the nation’s need, 
the church could well testify that 
women have always served well in 
those things which count most for 
God and country. 

I. A Woman Can Rule (vv, 1-5). 

God has established an order in 
the world which places woman 
where she best fits—in the home. 
There, under the guidance and with 
the help of her husband, she exerts 
her most powerful influence in the 
rearings of children. That is her 
normal, most effective and most 
blessed position. 

But all too often conditions in the 
world are not normal, and woman, 
like man, is thrown out of the cus- 
tomary orbit of existence. Deborah 
faced such a day. Israel had sinned 
and been given over to the chas- 
tising hand of the Canaanite. Then 
God heard their repentant cry and 
was ready to send a deliverer—as 
He did in the case of each of the 
judges. Apparently no man was 
ready to take up the responsi- 
bility, or willing to thus serve God, 
and so He called Deborah. She sat 
under her palm tree and Israel 
came to her for judgment. 

She typifies many women who 
have been the leaders of their 
people, and her story has been an 
inspiration to women in the church. 
May many more be encouraged to 
take up the weighty problems of 
moral and social righteousness, 
which the men of our nation (and 
others) do not seem to care or dare 
to attack! 

I. A Woman Can Lead (vv. 6-9). 

Barak was a man of ability. 
Deborah gave him full credit for 
his capable service (5:1, 12), but 
evidently he lacked that initiative 
which would send him into conflict 
with his people’s enemies. Without 
Deborah he would not go (v. 8), 
under her leadership he was willing 
and courageous. 

It is easy to ridicule Barak, and 
no doubt he deserves some measure 
of censure, but let us not be too 
severe on him. When the records 
are all in, it will be known that 
many of the feats of courage, the 
high and noble decisions, the vic- 
tories in the fields of science and 
culture, and _ particularly those 
things that have been accomplished 
in and through the church, were the 
result of the leadership of some 
woman. 

Many are the distinguished na- 
tional and spiritual leaders who 
have said that all they were and 
had accomplished they owed to their 
mothers. Others speak with high ap- 
preciation of a noble and inspiring 
wife. 

Think also of the many social and 
religious causes which have been 
largely carried on by determined 
and sacrificial women. Yes, a wom- 
an can lead, and often she must 
lead out to get the men to follow. 

Not all the pursuits of life are 
lived out in peace or in preparation 
for war. The time comes when battle 
must be joined, and then we see 
that 

ll. A Woman Can Fight (vv. 13- 
16). 

True it is that it was Barak who 
led his army, but he went out at the 
word of Deborah. Hers was the re- 
sponsibility for strategy, for the de- 
termining of that important D-day, 
when the blow must be struck. 

The courage of women in the 
battles for country makes an inspir- 
ing story. Not the least of that cour- 
age has been shown by those who 
have quietly stood “by the stuff” 
at home, who have bravely parted 
with their cherished loved ones, 
who have borne the dark hours of 
loneliness, uncertainty and often of 
heart-piercing sorrow. They shall 
not be without their reward (see 
I Sam. 30:24). 

This is the place to say a further 
word of appreciation of the women 
of the church who have fought such 
a valiant fight against liquor, social 
degradation, vice, evil politics, etc. 
“Hats off to them!’’ May they be 
encouraged to go on. 

Then too, one ought to say a word 
of sad and earnest admonition to 
those countless women who have 
used their great freedom in our day 
as a license to live wicked and un- 
godly lives. They do not have the 
courage to stand against the loose 
moral standards, the common ac- 
ceptance of intoxicants, the immod- 
est apparel of the day. 

Christian women have the golden 
opportunity of setting a fine pattern 
of useful living now. Let them make 
the most of it, for the glory of God.

EXPLAINING 


he Ice And Cold Storage 
Situation In Elba 


It was not necessary to use these letters as we 
did not make application for a new plant at 
lb as we had been informed by our contacts 
in Washington that we would have a_ poor 
chance to get a plant in Elba, but that they 
would authorize the new plant in Enterprise, 
due to our proximity to Camp Rucker. These 
same contacts have within the past few days, 
assured us that we could get the permit for 
construction of the plant in Elba, since the Goy- 
ernment, is now releasing material for new Ice 
plants where they are badly needed. : 

When we started our business in Elba in 
1937, the town had been without Ice and Cold 

- Storage service for several months, and we went 
into Elba after it was evident that the previous 
owners of the old plant would not be able to 
serve you, and from all intents and purposes, 
had abandoned the territory. Even then we 
would not have entered into business there had 
we not been urged to do so by numerous friends 
and acquaintances in Elba. It was never our 
intentiun to embarrass the heirs of our good 
friend, Dave Lubert, who tried unsuccessfully 
to pui the Ice and Cold Storage business back 
on its feet after his untimely death and the loss 
of the plant by fire. 

Another mistake which we have probably 
made, at least we have been severely  criti- 
cised for it, is that we have furnished Ice to 
the Armed Forces at Camp Rucker. While 
this is true, the amount since June, 1942, was 
small and was used as emergency Ice in the 
hospitals there. We also understand that the 
tovernment made a survey of the Ice industry 
at the beginning of the War and came to the 
decision that there was plenty of Ice manufac- 
turing facilities the country over to take care 
of the Army Camps and civilian needs. In short, 
the Nation had a war to fight and to win and 
I imagine that the National Government fig- 
ured that the people would have to make sac- 
rifices in Ice as well as other commodities. At 
least they rationed nearly everything and today 
there are thousands of articles none of us can 
buy. One of these is the electric refrigerator. A 
new one can’t be bought for love nor money and 
the Ice man has had to plug this gap as well 
as take care of his regular customers. And a 
strange thing in connection with this fact is

abundance of all the things we American people 
had become accustomed to that very few of us, 
if any, ever gave a thought'as to what we would 
do if an adjustment became necessary due to a 
discontinuance or curtailment of many of these

conveniences. ‘This applies to all of us who 
have over a period of a good many years had 
all the Ice and Cold Storage facilitics that we 
needed, 

We frankly admit that we-have made mis- 
takes in handling our Ice and Cold Storage bus- 
iness in Elba, but in all fairness, these mistakes 
were not intentionally or dcliberately made, 
but were made in doing the best we knew how 
to do even through conditions over which no 
one had any control. Honesty and square 
dealing are never mistakes, no matter what the 
outcome, and for this we are justly proud. Our 
first aim was to try to have everyone share and 
share alike during the present Ice shortage. 

Our friends and customers in Elba have 
had just as good prices and just as good ser- 
vice as we have given in Enterprise and Sam- 
sul. Since this summer’ Ice shortage started, 
some people in Samson and Enterprise have 
criticised us for sharing the Ice we made in 
those two towns with our friends and customers 
in Elba; likewise some people in Elba have crit- 
icised us for not bringing what they considered 
a greaver share of the Ice we were making to 
Elba. We were serving all three communities 
long before the War came on and brought its 
many unexpected shortages, including Ice. We 
felt theo and do now, that we were under equal 
obligations to each community and have tried 
to serve them to the best of our ability and fa- 
cilities. This has been done by dividing the 
Ice we make in Enterprise and Samson with our 
friends and customers in Elba on a share-and- 
share-alike basis. 

When the supply of Ice gave out in Elba 
it was also out in Samson and Enterprise, some- 
times almost to the minute. We felt that when 
it became known that the Ice shortage was a 
general one all over the country that our cus- 
tomers in Elba would become reconciied inas- 
much as we were hoping to guard against a

So it is 
our intention to put, just as much Ice into Elba 
the balance.of the summer as we have up to 
date, and it is our full intention to continue 
serving the three communities of Elba, Samson 
and Enterprise on a share-and-share-alike basis 
as long as there is any need for us to do so, 
even though it causes the construction of an 
extra Ice plant in all three towns. 

In further explanation we wish to state that 
the plant we built in Enterprise last winter and 
which has been operating since April was se- 
cured by means of help from the Commanding 
Officer at Camp Rucker and we did not use let- 
ters from the City officials of Elba to secure it.
